Great kids’ program 
coming to Niagara 


W hat parent, grandparent 
or educator hasn’t 
despaired at the difficulty 
of getting kids to be physically 
active, when computers, video 
games, iPads and all manner 
of electronic devices offer 
often mindless yet stimulating 
entertainment that doesn’t require 
moving from the couch? 

Childhood obesity is a growing 
problem, a societal problem, and 
one parents can’t be expected to 
solve themselves.

M y nouns have 
disappeared. 

This has been 
happening for some time 
unfortunately. 

In last week's article I 
mentioned being given 
an iris tuber to plant, but 
what I really meant was 
a rhizome. I had a nig¬ 
gling feeling tuber wasn't 
right but didn’t trust the 
niggle. It was only after 
I had sent in the article 
that I remembered the 

It reminds me of the 

ugly weed and real¬ 
ized the next day, that I 
had torn out my favou¬ 
rite poppy. It’s a very 
good thing I'm not a 
neurosurgeon. 

And speaking of rhi¬ 
zomes, I have discovered 
that one of my favou¬ 
rite spring flowers is 
Brunnera macrophylla 
and my variety is ‘Jack 
Frost’ as I love the little 
forget-me-not blue flow¬ 
ers. The flowers are lovely 
to pick for a mini-vase 
and look splendid in 
the garden before much 
else has bloomed. But I 

after they have bloomed. 
They spread slowly by 
rhizomes (there’s that 
noun again), and are easy 
to care for. They like some 
shade and will scorch if in 
too much sun. They also 
like to be kept mediumly 
moist. After blooming 
you can tidy up the flower 
stalks and they look good 
for the rest of the summer 
as their mound-like 
shape go will with hostas 
and other shade loving 
plants, but their silver 
bi-coloured leaves stand 
out. Here is the best part. 
They spread slowly so you 
only have to divide them 
every six to 10 years. By 
then, it will be someone 
else’s problem. 

We put out sugared 
water for our humming¬ 
birds, but I always think 
this is a bit of a cheat. 
We’re really doing this so 
we can watch them, but it 
seems a bit like giving our 
kids junk food so they’ll 
hang around for a while. 
So I’m consciously trying 
to introduce more plants 
with real 100 per cent glu¬ 
ten-free nectar. (Have you 
ever noticed how many 
things are sold as gluten 
free that never ever had 



A plant that was in 
the garden centers last 
summer was a small 
shrub-like flower called 
agastache (humming¬ 
bird’s mint). It has lovely 
little flowers, tubular on 
tiny stalks and comes 
in several colours of 
pinks, yellowish pink 

Once flowering, it stays 
flowering for most of the 
summer. It needs full 
sun and good drainage 
but it came back in my 
garden which has part 


shade and I have now 
planted two more. This 
little fellow also attracts 
bees and butterflies. 
What more could you ask 
from a gluten-free nectar 
plant? 

Another plant for hum¬ 
mingbirds is old-fash¬ 
ioned monarda didyma 
or bee balm. It does need 
well-composted, well- 
draining soil. I you have 
a patch of monarda and 
find it scruffy, move it 
to the back of your bed 
where it can do its thing 
and not embarrass you in 
front of the neighbours. 
Comes in several exuber¬ 
ant colours: scarlet, hot 
pink, fuschia. They are 
good fillers for a floral 

Cosmos also attracts 
hummingbirds. It comes 
and goes out of style 


but comes back because 
it’s just so easy. It likes 
full sun and is drought 
resistant. It also reseeds 
itself so if you have a 
sunny spot near a fence, 
plant some. If they have 
become wayward and 
moved into your roses 
you can easily transplant 
them back to where you 
wanted them. The flowers 
come in shades of purple, 
pink or white, and in 
nurseries you can get flats 
with all colours. If you’re 
a white aficionado, you 
may have to go to one of 
the fancier nurseries to 
get the colour you want. 

I have also see hum¬ 
mingbirds at my butterfly 
bush, buddleja spp, which 
grows tall and bushy in 
Niagara, and is rarely 
affected by winter kill. 
Keep them well-watered 


and in the sun. Again 
you will be rewarded by 
seeing both humming- 

to mention the sparrows 
hold their cocktail par¬ 
ties in the safety of the 
branches. 

Any brightly-coloured. 


tubular shaped flower 
should also attract the 
hummingbirds and others 
to your yard. Eventually 
we can wean them off the 
sugar-water, especially 
when they come to appre¬ 
ciate the flowers are also

Saving ash trees expensive but worthwhile

Betty Disero understands not 
every ash tree can be saved, but 
she is determined two beauti¬ 
ful, majestic trees will continue 
to live on, protected from the 
emerald ash borer 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
councrllor has a large Butler 
Street property with a private 
outdoor retreat that offers 
a combination of sun and 
shade for relaxing and enter¬ 
taining. The feeling of seclu¬ 
sion and the canopy that 
screens her back yard are 
provided by two mature ash 
trees, one about 115 years 
old, the other planted about 
80 to 90 years ago. 

When Disero moved in six 
years ago, she and her part¬ 
ner Dan Williams investi¬ 
gated their options, and dis¬ 
covered it would cost about 
$1,000 to take the trees 


down. Leaving them stand¬ 
ing, unprotected from the 
emerald ash borer was not 
an option - they were so 
large they created a hazard 

The only other option - the 
one they chose - was to treat 
the trees, paying $1,200 every 
two years, says Disero, with 
no end in sight. 

It's not an inexpensive 
fix, but the cost of remov¬ 
ing the trees and replacing 
them isn’t cheap either, and 
it will be decades before the 
replacements would provide 
the canopy of mature trees, 
she said. 

“I didn’t want to cut them 
down. They're beautiful 
trees, and I like the shade 
they give us. But this is a real 
commitment.” 

Andrew's Tree and Shrub 
Care, is one of a handful of 
arborists qualified to inject 


a systemic insecticide called 
TreeAzin to control the bee¬ 
tle, which worked its way 
from Windsor to Niagara, 
where it was first noticed in 
Welland in 2009. It is now 
destroying ash trees across 
Ontario. 

Once a tree is infected with 
the beetle, it will die without 
treatment - there are no natural 
enemies to it in North America, 
said Cook, who is tteating the 
trees on Disero’s property. 

It’s estimated by experts 
that within the next few years, 
the Asian beetle will have 
killed the majority of Nia¬ 
gara's ash trees. The cost for 
municipalities to treat trees 
on a large scale is prohibi¬ 
tive, says Disero, although 
some Niagara municipalities 
are trying to save their older, 
most significant trees. 

In NOTL, an inventory of 
ash trees was taken in 2014 
and the trees were assessed 


for condition and degree of 
potential hazard, says a fact 
sheet posted on the town’s 
website. 

The town’s 2016 budget 
included $75,000 for the 
removal of ash trees and 
replanting, which is now 
underway.

Street and on the lean Mel¬ 
rose Bevan Heritage Tree 
Walk at the community centre 


TreeAzin, the fact sheet said. 

The insecticide is injected 
at the base of the tree, and is 
drawn up as the tree would 
draw water. It sterilizes the 
female borer, explains Cook, 
and kills off the larvae so that 
no new eggs are hatched. But 
it only protects trees that are 
treated, and only as long as 
the treatment is continued - 
it's not a permanent fix.

Disero was a city council¬ 
lor in Toronto when that city 
created a plan that recog¬ 
nized the value to the envi¬ 
ronment and the savings of 
tax dollars when trees are 
protected, she said. 

Wayne Wakal, a profes¬ 
sor of horticulture at Nia¬ 
gara College, brought 20 stu¬ 
dents to meet with Cook and 
Disero at her Butler Street 
home to teach the students 
how ash trees can be pre¬ 
served. 

“If you think of their con¬ 
tribution to the environ¬ 
ment, you understand their 
value. They’re not just pretty, 
they’re important,” said 
Wakal. 

Wakal, who was Cook’s 
instructor at the college, has 
a passion for preserving trees 
and teaching students their 
value to the environment, 
and points to the Toronto 
tree bylaw as one that recog¬ 
nizes the value of trees and 
proactively protects them on 
private and public property. 
Toronto is protecting 13,000 
ash trees on public property, 
and is encouraging prop¬ 


erty owners to treat trees that 
are still healthy, and remove 
those that aren’t. 

NOTL’s town council 
recently approved investi¬ 
gating a tree fund policy, rec¬ 
ognizing the value of trees 
to the environment: they 
provide shelter and reduce 
windspeed, thus reducing 
heat loss from buildings dur¬ 
ing winter, provide shade 
in the summer reducing 
air conditioning costs, and 
therefore decrease the pro¬ 
duction of associated air pol¬ 
lution and greenhouse gas 
emissions, council’s request 
said. 

Trees also remove air 
pollutants and store and 
sequester carbon dioxide, 
vegetation reduces runoff 
and improves water quality 
by absorbing and filtering 
rainwater - in addition to the 
aesthetic value and habitat 
they provide for wildlife. 

With the town’s tree 
canopy in decline, coun¬ 
cil requested town staff to 
“review the possibility of the 
creation of a town tree fund 
that would accept donations 
from the public for the pur¬ 
pose of planting trees.”

Floral Clock popular stop for photos 

Photographer Fred Mercnik was lifted 57 feet in the air to take this photo of the 2016 
Niagara Parks Commission floral clock, a popular tourist attraction on the Niagara 
Parkway in Queenston. The planted clock face, photographed almost as often as the 
Falls, is maintained by NPC horticulture staff, while the mechanism is kept in working 
order by Ontario Power Generation (formerly Ontario Hydro), which built the clock in 
1950. The designs on the face of the timepiece are created with up to 16,000 bedding 
plants. A 10-foot wide water garden that curves around the base of the clock is a 
popular wishing pond and coins that are collected each fall are given to local charities.
